MAY ABANDON PLANS 
FOR GAS RATIONING

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Aban­ 
donment of plans for nationwide 
gasoline rationing was predicted in 
st,mc congressional quarters today 
as adm inistration 
lieutenants re­ 
portedly gave th e "go ahead" signal 
lur a senatorial investigation of the J 
entire situation. 
Leaders were said to have agreed 
to .support a proposal by Senator 
Maloney (D -Conn) for a five-mem- j 
ber specitl com m ittee with a $5,000 
appropriation ior an immediate in- J 
quiry into shortages of gasoline 
end fuel oil, as well as the methods 
being employed to provide deliveries 
"tor ordinary consum er use." 
While this investigation was ex­ 
p ired to deal prim arily with cond!- j 
lions in the 17 eastern states now 
ca short fuel rations, several sena- j 
tors predicted th e inquiry would j 
have a direct bearing on any future 
move to extend rationing to oilier i 
j-ecticns. 
Ther» have been Indications th at 
expansion of the curtailm ent area 
might depend largely on the success 
or J allure of the current scrap rub- j 
b» r collection, but Senators Con- 
nally (D -Tex), Thom as (D-O kla), 
aud Wheeler (D -M ont) said they 
did not believe there would be any j 
nation-wide rationing. 
I think the people are doing a 
better job now of conserving rubber 
by cutting down on the use of thetr 
tars than could be done by nation­ 
wide rationing of gasoline," Con­ 
vally told reporters.

Trees and shrubs th at are tra n s ­ 
planted need a little tim e to de­

It is false to think you can n o t 
tran sp lan t m ost any kind of tree 
or shrub any tim e of the year and 
have it thrive but you do have to 
give such work extra care during 
the sum m er m onths. 
Tule proper preparing of th e soil 
is of great im portance but the real 
job in sum m er Is to keep the m ois­ 
ture content of the soil done where 
the new roots can m ake use of it.
